> In claim 1 7, line 2, the word "type" has been deleted 

> In claim 17, line 12, the word "holding" has been replaced by the word - - hold-down - - 

> In claim 23, line 6, the word - - a - - has been inserted before the word "hold-down" 

> In claim 23, line 7, the word - - a - - has been inserted before the word "retention" 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the claim combination, comprising a roller-chain around first and 
second paced apart sprocket assemblies, and a slide-together fit structure to form an interference 
between structure associated with said foundation and structure associated with said guide plate, 
is allowable over the prior art of record. 
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Regarding claim 17, the claimed method steps, for installing a guide plate for a roller- 
chain onto a chain conveyor, comprising transversely sliding said guide plate to a second 
position to engage a first portion of said hold-down structure with a second portion of said socket 
structure to form structural interference, and installing a stop element to resist motion of said 
guide plate, are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Regarding claim 18, the claim combination, comprising a roller-chain, plug-then-slide 
arrangement, and a plurality of ridge elements, is allowable over the prior art of record. 

Regarding claim 23, the claimed method steps, for installing a guide plate for a roller- 
chain onto a chain conveyor of a sawmill, comprising lowering said guide plate into engagement 
with said foundation structure to place hold-down structure in reception within a retention socket 
structure, and transversely sliding said guide plate to form a structural interference operable to 
resist displacement, is allowable over the prior ait of record.
